for negligence in its hiring， 
training and disciplining of 
police officers， She also said 


the charges may include

appears to have been racially 
motivated, assault and battery 
and for malicious prosecution. 

The Huang family is seeking 
3$700,000 in damages. "The 
family would 1like to settle the 
case，"， Said Lee. "If not， it will 
proceed to trial.”" She said the 
complaint was filed with the 
department 1last month and 
that it has Six months to 
reSspond. 

Lee was recently in SF to 
attend 3a national lawyers 
conference on civil rights，At 
the Jan，， 11 conference she 
presented- a Speech on the 
recentaereports of racial 
violence against Asian 
Americans. 


RACIAL VIOLENCE 


The following day，at a 
reception hosted by former SF 
police commissioner Thomas 
HSsieh，Lee Said，"In a sense， 
it's a unifying issue (acts of

racial violence against Asian 
Americans). People have to 
work together.” 

She said that in Boston the 
black and Hispanic 
communities have been 
"helpful to us” in protesting 
acts of racial violence. 

In addition， the "model 
minority” image of Asian 
Amerlcans，Ssald Lee，"has been 
helpful"” in Boston because the 
police and politicians have 
In general，become more aware 
and thus more responsive to 


the ASslan American 
community. 

The Huang case has had "a 
big impact"” in Boston's 


Chinatown，Lee Said，because 
now the "police have upped its 
patrol." 

Boston's Chinatown 1s 
adjacent to the Combat Zone， 
which Lee said has "pretty 
much been taken over by 
plmps and prostitutes.” As a 
reSsult，she Sald a "Chinatown 
patrol” Sort :0f .aa Chinese 
vigilante” group whose 
mermrbers wear yellow arm 
bands，has emerged on the 
Streets to deter undesirables 
from "working" in Chinatown.

But true retirement eludes 3a 
manoheec sattributes 二 
which include a keen ana- 
lytical mind，an aggressive 
stralghtforwardness 1n 
tackling problems，and 3a 
personality even more colorful 
than the wide neckties he 
favors. 

In an interview at the E/W 
office，Lee dowanplayed his 
appointment to the PUC by 
Saying it would only require 
two formal meetings per 
month， "But probably there 
will be a lot of other 
meetings," he added 
thoughtfully. 

The PUC post will be Lee's 
fourth pro pono appointment 
Since leaving the Public Works 
Department. Like Benjamin 
Franklin，he has followed the 
dictum: "Never seek an office， 
and never refuse an office 
when offered." 


UNUSUAL 


Lee's most unusual appoint- 
ment，because of its unex- 
pectedness，was his installa- 
tion last November as Senior 
englneering and construction 
consultant to _ the City of 
Shanghai. He is only the 
Second foreigner to be So 
honored in China. 

In addition，Lee is the- chair 
of Mayor Feinstein'"s "SEE 
Alive”Committee to beautify 
the city，and a board member 
of the Chinatown Resources 
Development Center， which 
trains immigrants and 
refugees in English and job 
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Skills. 

Taliking with Lee is 
trying to keep up with an 
express_ train: his mind is 
goistantiy ractag-ahead of his 
words.， Yet in Spite of his 
earnestnesSSs，he doesn"t seem to 
take himself too seriously,， and

frequentiy punctuates his 
Icemarks with bursts of 
laughter. 


Leaning back in his chair， 
Lee quickly got into one of his 
favorite Subjects -- his 
appointment as consultant to 
the City of Shanghai， Under 
SF'Ss Sister Cities program 
with Shanghai， he made 
Several trips there，including a 
one-month visit in 1982 with

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FEINSTEIN AND THE CHINESE COMMUNITY 


TIhe Chinese American community was understandably upset 
last week when Mayor Feinstein failed to _ replace Tom Hsich 
with another Chinese American on the Police Commission， The 
reaction was quick and unusually uniform across the political 
Spectrum of the community. 

It is important to note that no one in the community objected 
t0 her choice of new police chief. What made many people 
angry was the fact that she made no _ attempt to make this 
Sensitive commission refiective of the ethnic diversity of the 
city population and she did not consider the largely excluded 
Asian American community，which now makes up one-third of 
the city's population, an integral part of her political agenda. 

We are pleased to note that the mayor has now appointed 
retired civil servant，Jeff Lee，to the Public Utilities 
Commission. 

We hope the mayor will continue to appoint qualified Chinese 
Americans to other city boards and commissions that are now 
without Chinese American Tepresentation，such as Board of 
Permilit Appeals，Airport，Planning，Police，Fire and Park and 
Recreation Commissions. 


REIKO TRUE IS DEPUTY HEALTH DIRECTOR 


We were 8glad to see that justice finally prevailed in the 
Struggle t0O prevent the Health Commission and its Acting 
Director Werdegar from circumventing city charter，civil Service 
rcegulations and affirmative action policy. 

Reiko True，one of the three finalists on the civil service 1ist， 
was Icecently named the Deputy Director of Mental Health，end- 
ing more than two years of maneuvers，She now joins a small 
handful of Asians in high management positions in the city of 
San Francisco. 

The appointment process for this position 8gives a perfect 
case-Sstudy of how institutional racism operates in a political 
bureacracy and demonstrates how civil service System with all 
its flaws remains the sole viable means through which 
djscriminated minorities and women have a fighting chance of 
getting high-level appointments. Had it not been for the 
Vigorous protest launched by Chinese for Affirmative Action 
and 3a reSponSlive Civil Service Commission， True would not have 
been appointed. 


TIME FOR HSIEH TO STATE HIS INTENTION 


For Several months now，Thomas HSsieh has been urging the 
Chinese American community through the Chinese-language 
press to Support him in hls quest for a seat on the SF Board of 
Supervisors on the ground that he is the only declared Chinese 
American candidate and he has even held three major 
fundraising events toward that end、ln the meantime，he held 
onto hls seat on the SF Police Commission，engaged openly in 
campaign activities，and has steadfastly refused to formally 
announced hlis candidacy. 

Since Mayor Feinstein does not allow her appointed officials to 
Iun for elected office while serving the city, it is quite under- 
standable that HSsieh has withheld the announcement while he 
hung on to hls commission appointment and built up his war 
chest. 

However，the political condition has now changed，、To begin 
with，the mayor appointed a new commissioner to replace him 
last week.Secondly，1like many people in the community，we 
were puzzled by what he made a point of tellin8g East/West last 
week，He sald he resigned from the Police Commission "because 
ITm in the process of considering running for public office - no 
Specific seat,”meaning，not necessarily the Board of Supervisors. 

His comment，If we are to ,take him seriously, means plainly he 
may or may not be a candidate for the Board of Supervisors. 

If this is the case，he owes the _ community an explanation. 
After all， he has repeatedly told the community that he was run- 
ning for the Board of Supervisors and he has asked people to 
contribute to his Supervisorial campaign，including three major 
fund-ralsing events，one $500 per person，one $250 and one $25， 
from which he apparently grossed $85,000, a figure far Short of 
the 3350,000 to $400,000 needed.， He also repeatedly claims him- 
Self to be the only Chinese candidate and suggests that the com- 
munity Should have only one candidate to avoid Splitting the 
vote. 

We think it ls high time for him to make his intention known 
to the communilty from which he has been soliciting political 
and financial Support. If the community is expected to Support 
3a Chlinese American candidate for the Board of Supervilsors thils 
year，jit has the right to know whether he is running and if so， 
which public office he is seeking, if that office is not the Board 
of Supervisors， If he lis having doubts about running for that 
office，he has an obligation to inform the community and to 
Jeave Sufficient time to allow other candidates to Surface before 
it becomes too late for anyone else to enter the Trace.

We，the undersigned，are 
writing to you to express OUT 
profound disappointment and 
concern that your recent 
s$hakeup of the San Erancisco 
Police Commission has 
excluded Chinese American 
Tepresentation OT presence 0n 
a highly visible， important 
public body， 

In your announcement of the 
appointment of Police Chief 
Frank Jordan，you indicated 3 
desire to see the leadership of 
the San Francisco Police 
Department integrated with 
qualified minority and female 
personnel. We Share that 
desire，but we Strongly believe 
that the composition of the 
newly-constituted SF Police 
Commilission Sends out a 
Substantive and Symbolic 
Signal to all San Franciscans 
that Chinese Americans and 
their needs do not Tank very 
high on youI priority 1list and 
in your administration， 

LITTLE INFELUENCE 


With the exception of 
Commissioner Thomas Hsieh'"s 
less than two years of service 
on the SF Police Commission， 
throughout the entire history 
of that public body，Chinese 
Americans have had 1little 
influenee Or voice in the SF 
Police Department. FormeT 
Commissioner Hsieh did not 
even Serve 1ong enough to 
establish what might be called 
euphemistically an "ASsian 
seat" on the SF Police 


Commission. 
While we do not subscribe to 


-rigid quotas that necessarily 


reSult in the appointment of 
minorities， we believe that 
there are Teal day-to-day 


problems faced by the San 


Francisco Police Department 
that convincingly argue for 
Chinese American 
representation on the SF 
Police Commission in 1986 and 
in the immediate years to 
come， 

ASslian American residents 
constitute the largest Tacial 
minority group living in San 
Francisco today. The presence 
of Chinese American residents 
in Practically every neighbor- 
hood of San Francisco chal- 
lenges the San Francisco 
Police Department to develop 
department-wide policies and 
practices that are Sensitive to- 
the Social and cultural needs 
of Chinese Americans 
throughout the City.

INS Continues Crackdown on 
Chicago's Alien Taxi Drivers 


CHICAGO - In a raid 1last 
week -- the second in a month 
-- agents from the US Immi- 
sration and Naturalization 
Servlce (INS) cracked down

Internationaf Airport and 
major downtown hotels， 


arresting 48 on Suspicion of 
being undocumented aliens. 

OPEEtDeoEhRteaenl29 
SrrestsnmadensonnDec 1 7 the 
INS charged a total of 88 of 
being in the US illegally. 

A.D.， Moyer，distrlct director 
for the INS，implemented the 
raids and vowed to continue 
them weekly until an esti- 
mated 700 to 1,000 of Chi- 
cago's 11,000 taxi drivers are 
rounded Up. 

Moyer told the Zos 4d418ele5 
Tes， "Tve had So many [bad 
experiences with taxi drivers] 
I can't count them，both as 3 
bassenger and as a pedestrian.' 

Jeffrey ML. FEeldman， 
president of Yellow Cab Co.， 
accused Moyer of engaging in 
3 personal vendetta， Feldman 


called the raids "indiscriminite 
searches and seizures...， based 
on racial characteristlics.”Most 
of those arrested have_ been 
from the Middle East，Africa， 
and South Asia. 


BETTER WAYS 


He added，"I think there 3aTe 
better ways for his department 
to police 1illegal aliens than to 
disrupt the taxi industry.” 

Moyer defended his action 
by Saying the taxi drivers 
"provide poor service， put 
citizens 1n threatenlng 
Sttuations< do not ispeak 
English,， do not know the city， 
do not want to learn the city， 
takea peoplewtao wIOng 
addresses..， 工 hey overcharge， 
and they're taking jobs from 
Amerlicans." 

The Illinols branch of the 
American Civil Liberties 
Unaonan is econSiderimge ai 
educational campaign telling 
both legal resSlidents and 
undocumented aliens what 
thelr rlghts are in the raids.

Ethel Long-Scott，a _ national 
Vice president of the Equal 
Rights Congress， told the 
audience how 2,000 elderly 
black citizens were investi- 
gated by the FEBI，finger- 
printed，and herded to grand 
jury hearings on suspicion of 
voter fraud.， She stated that 
the_ government has spent 9$8 
million on these probes，bnut， 
since the enactment of the 
Voting Rights Act，three 
million blacks have been 
Teglstered to vote. 


Jim Morales, former co-chair 
of San Franciscans for Voting 
Rights，spoke about the 1983 
Campaign Against Proposition 
O. Proposition O was a 
declaration of policy which 
called for the repeal of the 
bilingual provisions of the 
Voting Rights Act: 
said bilingualism touches off 
fear and xenophobia. He 
rceminded the audience that in 
1984 California voted to 
oppose bilingual ballots by 70 
percent，and that there ls 3a 
constitutional amendment on 
the June 1986 ballot to declare 
English the official language 
of California. 


Henry Der discussed the 
1982 probe of voters who had 
requested bilingual ballots in 
SF Bay Area counties._ At 
that time，US Attorney for 
Northern _ California，Joseph 
Russoniello，requested nine 
distrlict attorneySs to Submit 
names of registered voters who 
had a foreign country as place 
of birth or who had submitted 
requests for bilingual ballots. 
Upon receipt of these names， 
Russonlello ran them through 
the Immigration and Natur- 
alization Service and FEBI 
computers to _ determine 
citizenShip Status. Almost all 
those investigated turned out 
to be poma Jide clitizens. 

CAA and other 1language 
minority groups，Tepresented 
by ACLU and MALDEF, filed 
a federal 1lawsuit to stop 
Russonlello's probe. After the 
federal court denied the 
lawsulit， the decision was 
appealed to the Ninth _ Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

In September 1985$, the Court 
of Appeals ruled that it had 
jurisdiction to review the 
Investigation，but denied the 
appeal because extraordinary 
circumstances had not been 
proven. Russoniello continues 
to _ State that many non-Us 
citizens vote and is still trying 
to undermine the blilingual 
provilsions of the Voting 
Rights Act, according to Der.

nd of her employer， 
Andrew Chang，and that her 
8-year-old boy was the 
employer's Son.， The abductors 
ieleased her 90 minutes later 
after learning that Andrew 


Chang was neither the 
woman's boyfriend nor the 
father of her child. They 


gave her $20 to catch a cab 
home. 
IfE convicted，Chang An-lo 
faces a possible 15-year 
sentence.， Since he has not 


been able to raise the $250,000 
bail, set by the Alhambra 
Municipal Court，he has been 
in custody since then.

Turner，his wife Evelyn，and 
Spencer Hogue，Jr. were the 
first black voting rights 
activists to be indicted by the 
Justice Department on voting 
rjghts violations. The 
government charged that they 
had altered the ballots in a 
conSpiracy to ald local candi- 
dates who they Supported.

TUEnersa tectetHatOLRC 
conviction on 3a voting fraud 
charge would have broad 
implications， It would provide 
the federal government with 
open warrants and -了 ermits to 
harass _ cities with 1large 
populations of minorities. On 
July $，198$，Mr. Turner，hils 
wife Evelyn，and Spences 
Hogue，JI. were acqltiitted of 
206 out of 210 pressed. 
Presently there ls an appeal to 
overturn the other four 
Charges. 


CONCLUSION 


The conference concluded on 
an optimistic， yet highly 
realistic note. Conference 
coordinator Eva Paterson 
noted that the pendulum of 
power regarding the civil 
rights movement has Swung 
toward the conservative 
faction and that the public 1s 
not asS Supportive of affirma- 
tive action goals as it had 
been in the Sixties and early 
Seventies. 

However，Paterson asSserted 
that one of the goals of the 
conference -- preparing for the 
inevitable "righting"” of the 
pendulum -- 1Ss well underway,， 
as _ evidenced by the large 
turnout and the enthusiasm of 
the crowd in attendance.

Living the Dream

A Stimulating conference titled 
”CIVIL Rights on the Rebound” at- 
tracted several hundred particlpants 
to the Meridien Hotel last Satur- 
day. Spearheaded by the SF Law- 
vers Committee for Urban Affairs，- 
acCoalition on ClivIl Rights has been 
formed with over 18 groups，in- 
cluding Chinese for Afrmative 
Action, the Asian Law Caucus and 
the Paciftic and Asian American 
Women's Bav Area Coalltlon . 

The morning began with a not- 
tO0-TOSY “Report from Washling- 
ton。 where numerous Incldents of 
negative decislons have been made 
which dismantle programs and 
progress made in the areas of affrmative action，School desegregation 
and immigration. The Speaker was Bill Robinson，Executive Director 
of the Lawvyers Committee for Civil Rights under the Law. Two panels 
followed with speakers presenting informatlon on [he Attack on Vot- 
ing Rights”and “The Decline in Educational OPpportunlties for Mi- 
noOrities” 

The luncheon keynoter was Dr. Kenneth Clark, an outstanding clvil 
rights activist whose research and writings helped to educate and infu- 
ence the US Supreme Court to conclude that separate was not eqtual” 
in the famous Brozuzz ws. Board of Edxucaliom case. He spoke of the early 
“moral schizophrenia”of the country in Dot beling able to resolve the 
inconsSistency of its ideals and the violation of those ideals in relation to 
the black slaves. This early dilemma promoted the Psychological illu- 
sion of superiority，and racism has been sustained by continuling to 
have black-skinned persons looked upon as“inferlor.” 

The afternoon workshops covered topics such as immlgration, affir- 
mative action, reproductive rights and infant care, and raclal and eth- 
nic violence. I was impressed with the age and raclal mix and encour- 
aged by what must be the beginnings of coalition-building among ciVil 
rights groups in the Bay Area. 


VISIT TO ATLANTA 


I was reminded of my visit to Atlanta Several years ag0. Following a 
conference on racism，several of us went to visit the Ebenezer Baptist 
Church where Martin Luther King，Jr. had served as pastor. VisitorS 
are Ushered into the churchss large chapel and a tape ls Played which 
details important contributions that he made to the civil rights move- 
ment. Then his voice，reciting his“I Have a Dream ”speech，made 
famous at the August,，1963 rally in Washington，DC,， echoes through 
the church. His voice is Strong and cleabm as 过 he were standing in 位 Ont 
of you. It was a moving experiencel! 

Built on property adjoining the church is the Martin Luther King， 
Jr _ Center for Non-Violent Social Change. It houses a library, a Iu- 
setum and a Service organization engaged in research，education and 
advocacy. The building encircles the Center's Spacious esplanade and 
reflecting pool where Dr King's marble tomb is the focal point of the 
comPlex. 

As we were leaving, we were rewarded with the opportunity to meet 
the Rev_ Martin Luther King, Sr, or Daddy King as he is called. He 
greeted each one of us cordially as though we were old friends and you 
could feel his sense of pride knowing that we were visiting the church 
because of his son. That became the highlight of my Vislt to Atanta. 


LIVING THE DREAM IN 1986 


Now, 16 years following King's assassination, the nation will hold its 
first official commemoration of Martin Luther King Day. Programs 
and parades are being planned across the country and the parade in SE 
is expected to be one of the largest. 

An Ad Hoc Committee of Pacific and Asian Americans has been 
formed to organize a contingent for the parade. We will be joining with 
labor, church, civic, educational and other groups for the march down
